Adolf Hitler and Benito Mus­

1. That Italy is ready to 
loin the European war active­ 
ly on Germany’s side if and

2. That the Rome-Berlin. 
axis would be extended to 
Moscow soon, perhaps before 
the week is over. 
German-!talian aims for re­ 
molding Europe will be en­ 
dorsed by Moscow, excellent­ 
ly-informed sources said, as a 
third partner.

m a k in g a novel 
and 
interesting 
presentation of his subject. He re­ 
called th at in St. 
P a tric k ’s 
day 
Europe 
was 
involved 
in 
wars 
which threatened Christian civil­ 
ization for a time. There were the 
Goths. who inhabited the shores 
Baltic sea, and who grew 
in num bers and strength. 
the middle of the third 
had invaded 
the 
Roman 
r 
About a 
century 
later, 
this barbarious tribe was divided 
into the Visigoths and Ostrogoths, 
and at one time the two held sway 
over most of Europe, the speaker 
said. 
Conquered By Culture 
Fr. McKevitt pointed out that 
these barbarian invaders were not 
conquered by armies, but by the 
Christian culture, which changed 
them into civilized h u m an beings. 
Power politics and national greed 
have again created wars between 
people in Europe, 
led 
by 
some 
leaders who do not recognize the 
existence of God and glorify the 
state as being 
more 
important 
than individual man, the speaker 
added. 
Expressing his conviction that 
armies will not stop this new wave 
of barbarism. Fr. McKevitt assert­ 
ed we m u st develop a culture that 
xviii resist it. 
“ We m ust teach what man real­ 
ly is," he said. “ We m ust consid­ 
er the individual, and realize that 
v.e cannot build a society bx using 
people like bricks. We cannot do 
it bv building a state or govern­ 
m en t th a t is more powerful than 
the people. We m ust learn th a t we 
have a life to live. a purpose to 
fulfill in this life, and 
that 
we 
must live peacefully xvith others. 
M u s t 
C o n s i d e r Y o u t h 
Fr. McKevitt pointed out that 
in the other nations, which have 
either Communism, 
Nazism 
or 
Fascism as their political term s 
o f gobernment. much attention is 
directed toward 
influencing 
the 
thin king of youth. He added that 
America m u st also be concerned 
with her young people, and give 
them a philosophy that 
is 
pro­ 
gressive, but still recognizes the 
Individual man. 
He stressed the 
need for having strong and good 
men pointed out lo youth so that 
they xviii hax'e

emulate. 
He 
decried

Instead of supply­ 
ing com m unities w ith surplus farm prod­ 
ucts in bulk Jots. for distribution lo re ­ 
lie f clients in addition to their ind ivid ual 
allow ance, the people receiving public as­ 
sistance would be given blue stamps free, 
provided they buy orange stamps. People 
rn direct re lie f en tirely would he given 
orange stamps in lieu of what it costs to 
provide them w ith 
food and in addition 
blue stamps as a gift, of Uncle Sam. 


The blue stamps have one Ii a I f the pur 
chasing value of the orange stamps.

other words, a fam ily with II H w orth of 
orange stamps gets $K w orth 
of

The blue stamps buy

food listed as surplus. The orange 
stam ps buy any food goods u su ally sold in 
retail stores.

to Ihe point where they will 
lose all ahillly to 
.iudge 
for 
Ihemst'Ives and will acclaim ais 
their liertH'K and 
leaders 
the

There once was an Englishman 
by th»^ name of Thomas (iresham. 
He lived during the first half of 
the sixteenth century and he was 
Queen Elizabeth's financial 
ad­ 
viser. 


As that au,i?ust lady was 
al- 
way.-; hard up for money las all 
medieval sovereigns were bound 
to lie in a day when most people 
went through life 
without 
ever 
seeing as much as $10 in actual 
cash), he was an economic expert 
of no mean abiliiy. 


Since Antwerp w’as then 
the 
great banking center of the world, 
he lived for many years in that 
city and it was there that he dis­ 
covered that ingenious economic 
law' which 
is 
stiii 
known 
as 
Gresham’s Law. 


According to ihi« law. "bad 
m oney will invariably tend to 


drive out good money.** By bad 
money, 
Ihe „‘‘Queen’« 
nier- 
chant” not only meant actual 
counterfeit money but also In­ 
flated money and every 
other 
form of currency that waa not 
üoinehow or other backed up by 
absolutely sound a«HCts. 


Sir 
Thomas 
therefore 
never 
ceased in his attempts to convince 
his royal mistress that only ever­ 
lasting activity on her part 
to 
protect the "good money" of her 
kingdom would prevent the "bad 
money" fiom driving the "good 
money" completely out of circu­ 
lation. 
We have since 
then 
learned 
that Gresham’s Law is not mere­ 
ly restricted to money but holds 
good for all other 
c o m m o d it i e s . 
l)oth of a material and spiritual 
nature. 


Bad theater 
will 
invariably 
drive our good theater. Bad mu­ 
sic will have a tendency to drive 
out good music. 
Cheap 
litera­ 
ture, unless carefully 
watched, 
will completely destroy good lit­ 
erature. 


Had manners will drive ont 
good manners, aiid finally, bad 
I>euiocracy will 
always 
ilrlv«* 
out good I>emocracy unless all 
those who believe In g<>od I)«- 
nuM-r.'icy will band together in­ 
to a strong 
group 
and 
will 
watch thereupon, both day and 
night, 
lest 
bad 
Democracy 
sneak In through 
some 
un- 
giiardeil loophole and 
corrupt 
the genuin(‘ article, as one rot­ 
ten apple will’ affect a 
whole 
barrel of good ones. 


And I shall now rapidly niii 
through the history of Democracy 
since the days 
of 
the 
famous 
Athenians experiment, to 
show 
you how the law of Thomas Gr(‘s- 
hani works when applied to De­ 
mocracy. 


I must once more 
warn 
you 
that it is not a very happy story. 
But right now when Democracy 
on all sides is being threatened 
by tryanny, we had better faca 
a few unpleasant facts if we wisii 
to save ourselves.

nected with this tragedy and can 
study the problem from th a t dis­ 
tance which alone allows us to be 
completely impartial Had neutral 
in our final conclusions. 
This so-called Golden Age of 
Greek Democracy showed us the 
m agnificent 
achievements 
that 
could be accomplished by a “ gov­ 
ernm ent of the people,” when it 
enjoyed the leadership of men of 
exceptional ability, integrity and 
an unselfish desire to work only 
for the glory of the com m unity 
at large. 
But it also gave us a clear 
picture of what must happen 
tilt* moment these men disap­ 
peared from the scene and their 
places are taken by those cor­ 
rupt and dishonest individuals 
who use their oratorical abili­ 
ties to hypnotize the masses up 
to the |H»int where they will 
lose .ill ability to 
judge 
for 
themselves and will acclaim as 
their hertM’s and 
leaders 
Hie 
very men who will s«x»n after­ 
wards In’tray them and carry 
them to destruction. 
There once was an Englishm an 
by the nam e of T hom as Gresham. 
He lived during the first half of 
the sixteenth centu ry and he was 
Queen Elizabeth's financial 
ad ­ 
viser. 
As I hat august lady was 
al­ 
ways h ard up for money las all 
medieval sovereigns were bound 
to be in a day when most people 
went through life 
w ithout 
over­ 
seeing as much as $10 in actual 
cash!, lie was an economic expert 
of no mean ability. 
Since Antw erp "'as then 
the 
great banking center of the world. 
he lived for many years in that 
city and it was there that he dis­ 
covered that ingenious economic 
law which 
is 
still 
known 
as 
Gresham 's Law 
According to Ibis law, “had 
money will Invariably tend to 


drive out good money.” By bad 
money, 
the _“Queen’s 
m er­ 
chant” not only m eant actual 
counterfeit money but also in­ 
flated money and every 
other 
form of currency that wa* not 
som ehow or other backed up by 
absolutely sound assets. 
Sir 
T hom as 
th erefore 
never 
ceased in his a ttem pts to convince 
his royal mistress that only ever­ 
lasting activity on her part 
to 
protect th e “ good m one y” of h er 
kin gdom would prevent the “ bad 
m oney” from driving the “ good 
m o n ey ” completely out of circu­ 
lation. 
We have since 
then 
learned 
th a t G resham 's Law is not m e re­ 
ly restricted to money bu t holds 
good for all other commodities, 
both of a material and spiritual 
nat ure. 
Bad th eater 
will 
invariably 
drive out good theater. Bad m u ­ 
sic will have a tendency to drive 
out good music. 
Cheap 
litera­ 
ture, unless carefully 
watched, 
will completely destroy good lit­ 
erature. 
Had manners will drive out 
good manners, and finally, had 
Democracy will 
always 
drive 
out good Democracy unless all 
those who believe in good De­ 
mocracy will band together in­ 
to a strong 
group 
and 
will 
watch thereupon, both day and 
night. 
lest 
had 
Democracy 
sneak In through 
some 
un­ 
guarded loophole and 
corrupt 
the genuine article, as one rot­ 
ten apple will' affect a 
whole 
barrel of good ones. 
And I shall now rapidly run 
through the history of Democracy 
since the days 
of 
the 
famous 
Athenians experiment, to 
show' 
volt how the law of Thomas Gres­ 
ham works when applied to De­ 
mocracy. 
I must once more 
warn 
you 
that it is not a very happy story. 
But right now 
when Democracy 
on all sides is being threatened 
bv trvanny, we had better fa' e 
a few unpleasant facts if we wish
